ANiOtHER FAILURE. 


The Great Yacht Race Once 


More Postponed on Account 


of an Accident. 


When All is Beady for a Good Start With 


a Fair Wind, the Vessels loul 


and are Disabled. 


The Races to be Sailed on Friday, Mon- 


day and Wednesday—A Disap- 


pointed Crowd. 


NEW YORK, September 9.—The yachJ 


race, which was a failure IMonday, was 
to have been sailed yesterday. It would 
have been sailed 11 It had not been for an 
accident which was a much more effect- 
ive preventatlve than Monday's calm. 
The tug Luckenbach left Pier 3 East 
River at 8.30 a. m., with the judges 
•board. On the way down she passed 
large numbers of yachts, all headlug for 
Scotland llpht-ship 
Yuchtmen's hearts 


Were gladdened when the Luckeubach 
reached the Horseshoe. 
The Gcnesta 


was seen under way making for the light- 
ship. The Puiltan was near her and 
both sailed lazily along. 


Clustered around the Scotland Light 


were crafts of nil descriptions, but lliey 
were not nearly so uumet'om as Mon- 
day, and the few excursion boats were 
only partly filled. 


At about eleven o'clock the judges' 


boat took her position. There was a 
liberal whole-sail breeze, and the sea 
was comparatively smooth. 


At 11:15 a.m. the "Get ready" signal 


was heard. The yachts were theu on the 
BtaiboarJ tack, tlio I'milan somewhat 
astern. 


At I! 2C the Gonesta went about, fol- 


lowed a moment later by the Puritan. 


At 11 30 the preparatory signal waa 


souuded. Both yachts were then on the 
poil tack and headlug about southeast.

Tbo Newly-Established Republic Making 


Ita Influence Felt. 


NKW YORK, September 9.—For some 


time past St. Lucia, situated northeast 
of Natal, between the frontier of that 
colony and Dclagoa Bay, has been covet- 
ed not only by the 
native neighboring 


B'ates, but a'so byjthc European powers, 
especially by German? and England. 
Tho Territory ol St Lucia belonged to 
the late Cetewayo, King ol Zululand, and 
since his death appeared to be held by 
bis successor, Dlnlzoulon, but the latter 
had many competitors, notably tho Cruel 
Panda. Tho discord that existed between 
these 
two chiefs was calculated 
to 


facilitate the attempts of adventurers de- 
sirons of occupying so rich a country, 
that seemed to be awaltln? a master. 
Heuce Natal, the Tiansvaal, the Cape, 
England aud Geimany all seemed to put 
In their claims 
At the beginning ol the 


yoar Germany seemed disnosed to pro- 
el ilm her protectorate, one of her sub- 
jects having secured from a native chief 
ihc ci s-lon of his rights 
England pro- 


testi'd nut claimed the right of occupy- 
ing 
ht 
Lucia In virtue of a treaty 


passed in 1843 with King Panda, then 
King of (the Zulus. 
Germany loosed 


her grip and England seemed to be the 
undisputed mistress of the territory, 
when, within the lust few days, the an- 
nouncement was brusquely made that 
the Transvaal Boers had taken posses- 
lion of tho Bay. 
This news was not cor- 


rect; It is not tho Republic of the Trans- 
vaal, but a new republic, formed ol a 
part of the territory at Dlnlzoulou, 
which has annexed the bay and holds It, 
awaiting the recognition ol the Power*, 
and especially ol England. 
The Presi- 


dent ol the Republic, Mr. Johannes 
Meyer, has just addressed to all the 
Cabinets a circular, wherein he explains 
the rights ol the new republic to the 
terrltoiy of which he has taaen pos- 
session.

dent concludes: "Everybody who reads 
this will do well to make a note of It and 
act accordingly.
